WRITES ON THE EDUCATION OF WOMAN. 


The Girl’s Normal and Industrial College 
and Its Work—The Avenues of Use- 
fulness Opento Women. 


A timely topic is very interestingly dis- 
cussed in the columns of The Constitution 
today- by one of Georgia’s noble women. 
She writes upon a subject in which she 1s 
deeply’ interested and in behalf of a move- 
ment in which she has been an important 
factor, and that which she says will be of 
interest to everybody in Georgia. 

It was Mrs. W. Y. Atkinson who in- 
spired her husband to his splendid efforts 
in behalf of the normal and industrial ed-

ucation of the girls of the state which re 
sulted in the magnificent institution at Mil- 
ledgeville. The Georgia Normal and Indus- 
trial college is doing a great work and even 
in its youth is the pride of every Georgian. 
In its establishment the state took an 
important stride forward and naturally a 
great portion of the credit for this belongs 
to the lady who inspired the movement which 
resulted in its creation. 

Mrs. Atkinson writes upon the “Education 
of Woman.” Her letter is as follows: 

Mrs. Atkinson’s Letter. 

Distrusting my ability to do justice to the 
important subject, but hoping that what I 
say will lead to a fruitful discussion, I com- 
ply with your request to supply an article 
upon the education of woman in Georgia. 

Passing as we are from one type of civill- 
gation to another, which transition involves 
a@ reorganization of our social system, we are 
called upon to give our girls such an educa. 
tion as will enable them to meet any change 
or responsibility pf Hfe with which the new 
order of things may confront them. Give 
them that liberal, classical, scientific culture 
which will invigorate and sfreagthen the tn- 
tellectual faculties, mya ast their mental 

See that -the physiqile is properly 

developed, and that they are prepared to 
become independént when forced to rely upon 
their own efforts. Education ‘shogld = con- 
tribute to the usefulness, beauty And nobile- 
ness of life. 
AS great as have been the changes in the 
civiliged world since the middle of the nine- 
teenth century, ‘mo where are tmprovements 
more noticeable than in the field for woman's 
achievements and usefulness. 

In former days, the chief end of female 
education was to enable them to appear bril- 
liant and accomplished in society; now they 
can find opportunities not only to secure the 
most liberal culture but a practical training 
which engrafted upon it fits them for any 
emergency. 

Previous to 1860, there was no choice for 
& wonman who was obliged to work. She 
could sew, keep boarding house or teach, and 
for none of these did she receive any special 
preparation. She was permitted to try either, 
and spend her life in dread of, or in sight of, 
starvation. 

The advancement of civilization has opened 
the way for woman into many fields of re- 
munerative employment. While native modesty 
causes her to shrink from contact with the 
world, and she prefers to live in ease and 
eligance at home, all cannot do so. It is thot 
choice, but necessity, that impels her to. be 
self sustaining, and urges her into the busy 
marts of trade and traffic. A helpless father, 
an aged mother and younger sisters, or a 
worthless husband and hungry children, look 
to her for bread. 

The higher a girl’s education, the better 
work she can do, and the greater her ability 
to engage successfully in any profession or 

ractical branch., A thorough education must 

e the basis, for the noblest efforts and the 
most honest work result from extensive 
knowledge and the best vigor of the mind. 

Education should begin early and extend 
through the petiod when the mind is growing, 
in order to expand the tender cells of the 
brain by its continuous calls on memory, its 
demands °n perception and its exercise of 
comprehension. The mind will strengthen and 
grow only as its faculties are brought into 
action; and will be weak and dwarfed as the 
arm would be, if never used. There are 
facts gained and modes adopted in higher 
education which are unnecessary to be re- 
tained by memory. They are of no material 
practical use. Geometrical problems, Greek 
odes, Latin verse, logarithms, etc., are 
studied principally as a means of training 
and strengthening the mental faculties. A 
study of the best writings on history, litera- 
ture and the sciences is invaluable to a per- 
fect development of the intellect, for these 
studies will awaken Original thought. When 
this is done, the divine purpose of the mind 
will be seefi and felt. When this step is 
. reached in intellectual growth, though the 

brain and hand are not trained for any spe. 
cial work, a foundation is laid on which the 
mental faculties will work the best. This 
result generally closes a college course. The 
lives of girls run in the same channel, till 
the schoolbooks need no more reviewing and 
are put away. The girls whose fathers have 
means will probably not extend their educa. 
tion by any technical study: but, if they 
wish to enjoy the sweet fruits which ( 
planted in the schoolroom will bring forth. it 
will be necessary to enrich them with the 
food and sunshine of others’ thoughts, which 
oy found in good reading.

If, on the other hand, a girl 
she is through college that she is s 
meducated to gm@e@Ptevery dutysand obligation 
in the life of a woman, and does nothing but 
spend her time in a reckless strife for 
‘pleasure, she will find, when too late to 
remedy that only one cell of her brain is 
much enlarged, and that holds self-com- 
placency. Would !t injure her eyes as much 
to read and study as it does ‘to embroider 
table linen, scarfs, tidies, shams, etc,? These 
trivial, temporary fancies cause women to 
neglect the only immortal things dependent 
on them—their children and their own minds. 
Again, they will delude themselves with the 
belief that they are reading and becoming 
cultured, if during a week several novels have 
contributed to an insatiate and vitiated appe- 
tite. Their . husbands, often men of broad 
culture, find Sunday, which is spent in their 
wives’ society, the dullest day of the week. 
They look on home, not as a place for social 
intercourse, but for physical comfort and 
gratification, where they may retire from 
the weariness of exerting or even exercising 
at all their mental powers. This class of 
women are restless and dissatisfied. The 
mind, not content in dealing with trifles, be. 
comes morbid, and brood’ over its unhappi- 
ness. 

Many daughters of wealthy parents may 
find during life that their circumstances will 
change, and they will need technical skill to 
enable them to compete successfully with 
those who have ‘received it. How many 
women, who are now struggling for a sup- 
port, though? when they were girls and living 
in luxury that they would ever have to work? 
If they had then prepared themselves for 
some special vocation, they would now find 
it easier to obtain good positions, and would 
receive for their labor more satisfactory re- 
muneration. ’ 

There are a large number of girls whose 
parents are without means. These know 
when they leave the schoolroom that they 
must do something to sustain themselves. 
Pach must judge from her surroundings and 
her own taste and inclinations what indus- 
trial study it is best for her to pursue. The 
normal course is preferable, as teaching does 
not bring woman into any unpleasant rela- 
tions. It is elevating; encourages personal 
improvement, and strengthens individuality. 
There is no reason why the number of women 
teachers in Georgia should not be larger than 
it is, for, with proper training, they can teach 
as well as men. In all the states, the per- 
centage of women engaged in 
rapidly increasing and in those states which 
have the most perfect system of common 
schools the percentage of women teachers ie 
largest. 

In Maine there are 
female teachers. 

In Massachusetts there are 1,576 male and 
8,539 female teachers. 

In New Hampshire there are 309 male and 
4,571 female teachers. 

Ir Vermont there are 219 male and 2,559 
female teachers. 

The tendency in Georgia ts now in this 
direction: 

In Georgia, {n 1860, there were 1,581 male 
and 411 female teachers. 

In Georpia, in 1891, there were 2,688 white 
male and 2,232 white female teachers. 

Besides teaching, there are other flelds for 
labor in which women can do as efficient 
work as men. Telegraphy, stenography, book- 
keeping and a number of other industries are 
now open to them. The fact is pathetic that 
so many girls are forced to work, and are 
denied the opportunity of special training 
for it. Parents should no longer educate only 
sons for business, but should have = their 
daughters study a technical course, for the 
old prejudice against working women is fast 
passing away. 

The girl aho is toa proud to become de- 
pendent upon those who are illy able to 
support her, and shoulders the burden of 
life for herself, commands my respect and 
admiration. 

‘How much is she supertor to the girl who 
wastes the energy of youth In a life of giddy 
pastime; to sustain whom an old father 
groans under the weight of debt or a mother 
wears away her fingers and her life! Work 
never degrades, but elevates, and she who 
maintains her womanly dignity enobles the 
business in which she is engaged. I concede 
that women cannot, and ought not, to seek 
work in all occupations. The social function 
of women ig different in every way from that 
of men, and there is no assimilation of the 
life of woman to that of man. 

From what I have said, it follows that a 
perfectly equipped female college should em. 
brace these departmeuts: 

1. Department of literature, 
sciences. 

2. Technical training for industrial pursuits. 

38. Normal. 

4. Hygene and physical culture. 

I am far from being an advocate for women 
engaging in either political or industrial con- 
tests, which tend to unfit them to reign ay 
home and tv properiy fill the holy office of 
motherhood. Nor will I engage with others 
in an abuse of men for their alleged injustice 
to women. I desire, however, to call atten- 
tion to a few things. and leave it to their 
sense of justice to correct the wrong. 

A large percentage of the working women 
in Georgia are teachers. These work for the 
State, and are compelled to discount their 
claims against the state, or wait until the 
end of the year to receive pay for their ser- 
vices. All who work for the state, excepe 
teachers, are promptly paid. Is this dis. 
crimination just to the teachers, either maly 
or female? I ask that this wrong be rectified. 

There is a large class of needy, deserving 
and intelligent women in the state whose

support. They have received no technical 
training, and are, therefore, unprepared for 
the battle of life. These women are compe- 
tent to fill a large number of the postoffices 
in Georgia. The men who apply for these 
positions can do something else. These offices 
should be given to the women. Will you not 
Mr. Editor, come to their aid? 

[ admit that, in some lines of businegs, 
women cannot do as much work ag men. but 
in many lines they are equally as competent, 
and, for what they do, receive less than 
half of whaf men are paid for the same work. 
This is wrong. I would rejoice to see the 
press of the state take hold of this question 
and so awaken the public conscience that this 
gross injustice could no longer exist in

Mrs. Plunkett is now 
known as Mary Bentley Worthington. 

The followers of the new faith in Christ 
church, New Zealand, are known as ‘The 
Students of Truth.”’ and with the funds ob- 
tained from the simple folk there, Worthing- 
ton and his female associate have erected a 
building of worship known as-‘“The Temple o< 
Truth.” The edifice cost $30,000. In addi- 
tion a “social hall’? has been built, and resi- 
dences for “Brother” Worthington and 
‘Dear Sister” Worthington have been erect- 
ed Altogether, $60,000 worth of buildings 
hare been built from the profits of the new 
eligion. 

' Under the teachings of Worthington, mar.- 
riage vows Nave lost their sacredness for the 
“Students of Truth,”” Wives are leaving 
husbands, husbands are deserting wives, and 
the followers are living in a state of pro- 
miscuousness unprecedented in New Zealand. 

All these facts are related in detail by 
the Rey. John Hasking, a Methodist min- 
{ster in New Zealand, who has written to 
&r. Louis friends inquiring about Worthing- 
ton. He inclosed a photograph of the biga-

It was discovered that “General A. 3. 
Ward.” who had fled from Fargo, a. aie 
savas the same man. “General Ward” had 
married a Miss Perrine, of Providence, R. 

She was 
worth $12,000. They moved to Fargo, N.

Here ‘‘Bannerton”’ 
practiced law, and after forging a number 
of notes he skipped, leaving one more wife 
{n the lurch. se 

The next chapter was ‘“‘Bannertons  Ca- 
reer in Charleston, W. Va. Here he was 
known as “Judge Crawford.”” He was nomi- 
nated by the republicans for congress, imme- 
diately after which he swindled various per- 
sons out of several thousand dollars and de- 

arted. 

ar this publication the good people of 
Saugerties, N. Y., remembered that “Judge 
Crawford” was a native of that place. His 
name was Samuel Crawford. He fought in 
the civil war in the union army, went to 
New York and studied law in Columbia col- 
lege, went to Roseville, N. J., and preached 
the gospel, had to leave the Methodist church 
because his behavior was not up to the stand- 
ard, then went to Albany, N. Y., forged, was 
sent to the penitentiary, served two years 
and went west. 

All these incidents were scarcely dry in the 
pressrooms of The World office when three 
rnore wires popped up. They were Miss 
Moore, a telegraph operator, of Philadelphia; 
Miss Gay Finuitield, of Chicago, and Miss

Blouses and How to Cut Them, 

Blouses, which are in reality only slight- 
ly loose bodices, are made with or without 
a silk back, as you may decide, and are 
designed to be worn beneath the popular 
jacket. 

But unless the matertal is very costly, or 
for some reason you “re limited as to quan- 
tity, it is far better to use silk for the 
whole, as the false baks are extremely ]*kely 
to make themselves seen and are also of 
no use whatever without a figaro or a 
zouave.

How to Copy the Parisian Toy—A Pretty 
Riattle for the Little One. 

The baby of the past may have been con- 
tented with a jingle of bells muflled in 
worsted or housed in rubber, but the infant 
of today is sucly a luxurious little animal 
that he must needs be supplied with the 
very latest and loveliest of Purisian rattles. 

This nursery novetly is not a bit of deli- 
cately carved. ivory strung with silver bells, 
but something still more fascinating in the 
way of color effect and musical jingle. Of 
course it is expensive, as are all the trifles 
that come to us ‘from across the water, but 
if you are disposed to give an extra touch 
of beauty to baby's belongings you can easily 
copy this pretty rattle of ring, ribbon and 
bell, at a small cost by observing the follow- 
ing directions: 

Procure an ordinary wooden hoop, such 
& Qe as serves the purpose of an embroid- 
ery frame. This yon can purchase at any 
fancy work counter for the sum of 5 cents. 
This foundation having been secured, you 
next select the ribbons. In choosing them an 
excellent effect is produeed by combining 
two colors, such as pink and blue or cream 
and gold. No. 3 ribbon is a good width to 
use. It will take from two to two and a 
half yards of each tint to wind the hoop, 
from the center rays, the pointed. pieces 
about the edge and the long loops by which 
the rattle is suspended or shaken. 

We will suppose you have decided upon 
the rosiest of pinks and the daintiest of 
blues as a combination. You now wind the

hoop with the blue ribbon, and then in an 
opposite direction with the pink. This ae- 
complished, you stretch four pieces of rib- 
bon from side to side in criss-cross style, 
neatly fastening them to the edge of the 
hoop. Having completed one side, you turn 
the hoop over and arrange the ribbons in ex- 
actly the same way on the reverse, so that 
pink and blue alternate on both sides. 

Eight pieces of ribbon are now cut an 
inch and a half in length. ‘These are fold- 
ed in at one end to form a point, tipped with 
a silver bell and used as a finish at the end 
of each ribbon band. A blue must follow 
a pink in order to carry out color harmony. 
Inside the circle bells are also attached 
to the cross-pieces, sixteen bells in all, that

I have heard that Japanese women siiff+ 
from rheumatism because they take s 
maby steaming hot baths, Bur 
plenty of baths you wust have, 
either ‘pid . or hot, that the 
skin may perform its excretory functions 
and rid you of your waste. If you live in 
town where dust and germs are constant) 
astir a Saturday night baths is little better 
than no bath at all. 

Mineral waters prescribed as drinks for 
rheumatism are of ne value uwuaccompanin! 
by exercise and baths. 

Rheumatic people must avoid sweets. 
Beef, too, is best left out of your dict. I: 
meats should be eaten seldom. No meat 
should be eaten oftener than once a day. 

Women’s habits of carelessness «dispose 
them toward rheumatism. They sit with 
danmtp stockings on and skirts, and they sit 
in draughts. Many are careless of their 
health from very unselfishness. Thousands 
have no time to take precautions, Every 
physician knows that there are myriads of 
women who are too tired to observe rules 
of eating, sleeping, bathing and exércise. 
Their stomachs cease to digest, their skins 
lose tone so that they take eold easily, their 
museles break down. It seems almost use- 
less to ery aloud in the ears of these hur- 
ried and tired women: 

“Save a little energy for future years; 
as you adyance Mm life you will find increas- 
ing difficulty in keeping your system in 
tone.”’ 

Yet the time used up today in exercise 
would be regaied tomorrnow or next week.

The Historic Spot On Which the Nation's 
Heroes and Statesmen Fought. 

Tye old Bladensburg duelling ground on 

,. «tage poute leading from Washington 

.» Balumore was for years the favorite 

eid of hener, on which the members of 

\ccress. and government officials settled 

- disputes of honor with powder and 

in a recent article in The Washing- 


of the historie old ground. 
rhe old ground is said to have been the 
one of over fifty meetings of honor. As 


Henry Clay and John Randolph, of Roa- 
noke. met, arid where Steven Decatyr, of 
~eomorable fame as one of the’ heroes ol 
tie American navy, fell before his antago- 


‘Oue of the most famous fights ever made 
toe old ground was that between (ren- 
«] Armstead ‘T. Mason, ex-United States 
snator from Virginia, and Colonel Johu 
M. MeCarty, a citizen of the same state. 
The two men were second cousins, and 
their ill-feeling was of long standing. Sev- 
eral attempts had been made by both to 
arrange a meeting, but in ove way or 
enother it had been impossible to reach a 
final agreement. Finally, however, a chal- 
lenge was sent by Mr. Magon, it is said at 
the instigation and advice of no less a per- 
sonage than Andrew Jackson, and was ac- 
ce ed. 

* meeting took place on the old Blad- 
ensburg ce oe ground. ‘The duel was 
fought with muskets at a very short range. 
At the word both fired and Mason fell 
dead. McCarty escaped with a wound in 
the arm. It is said that all that saved 
him was the accidental catching of Mason's 
musket in his long coat, as he raised it to 
fire. McCarty suffered the pangs of a 
ceaseless remorse for the rest of his life, 
and was finally accidentally shot as he was 
climbing a fence between his own and Ma- 
son's sien tition, his gun going off by acci- 
dent and killing him, it seeming almost a 
retribution of fate. 

The most distinguished meeting which 
ever took place on the old ground, accord- 
ing to Miss Johnson, was that between 
John Randolph and Henry Clay. Ran- 
dolph fired his pistol into the air, and when 
Clay saw what he had done he came to- 
ward him with outstretched arms, saying: 
“I trust in God, my dear sir, you are not 
touched. After what has occurred 1 would

when the code duello. is outlawed legally 
and socially. is deserted and over-gTown 
with boshes. But it will go down to his- 
tory as the favorite duelling ground of the 
statesmen of the country's earlier history 
who were endowed with bellicose proclivi- 
Ties.

Rattles were decided by hand-to-hand fight- 
ing with pike or sword, The victors did not 
usually suffer great loss; the vanquished were 
pursued and cut to pieces. 

Campaigns were generally conducted in sum- 
mer when there was forage for the horses, 
and the men carried rations for two or three 
weeks. The weapons were easily made or re- 
paired by the men, or they picked up others 
on the field. A regulation pattern was not 
imperative. 

But after gunpowder was invented, artil- 
lery came into use, and there had to be great 
depots or fortresses for storing canpon, fire- 
arms and ammunition; the men shot away 
their powder and ball, and a broken gun was 
not easily mended. 

In addition to the artillery, there had to be 
long trains of ammunition with the army, 
and further supplies were brought by convoys 
from the fortresses. If the enemy should cap- 
ture your fortress or a supply train, it was us 
disastrous as a defeat. Armies became nerv- 
ous about their base of supplies, and instead 


rial of war. Such were the conditions about 
the time of the reformation, when, 


the Protestant countries were fighting for 


Sweden, was born in those troublous days. 
He was a lad of great personal beauty and 
strength, and clever at his studies. Earnest 
and brave, he was the champion of all] that was 
pure and honest. He was quick-tempered, 
and a blow followed a word: but he later ac- 
quired a singular self-control. 

He was persuasive as a speaker and many 
of his religious poems are sung in Sweden to- 
day. He was famous as arider and a 
swordsman. Gustavus went through every 
Step of military rank, and in 1611, at the age 
of seventeen, bore a distinguished part in a 
war with Denmark, and succeeded to the 
throne. He reigned for twenty-one years, 
and he and his people were a unit. 


What He Learned Fighting Poland. 


Sweden was at war with Russia, Poland 
and Denmark. Gustayns conquered a peace 
rite SONaaER aud Russia after several years’ 

guting. 

_The war with Poland lasted until 629. 
Sigistaund, king of Poland, was a Catholic; 
Crustavus was the most prominent Protestant 
prince in Europe, aud to him the harassed 
German Protestants appealed for help. 

Little Sweden could do nothing without 
preparation, but Gustavus foresaw that he 
must bye and bye take up the championship 
of the reformation. He reorganized his army 
and created the first distinctly national force 
while other nations recruited merceparies. 

During the Polish war Gustavus proved the 
solidity of his army, he conceived new ideas 
respecting military conduct, and developed his 
own individual resources. Each annual cam- 
paign was skillfully conducted. Gustavus 
was always the one to attack, and was al- 
most always successful. He was full of tutel- 
ligence, activity and courage, was per- 
sonally as bold as Alexander, and was fre- 
quently wounded. No modern soldier is g0 
like the ancient heroes. 

He always led his men into battle: no pro- 
tests from his ministers or staff could restrain 
him. It was his example which made the 
Swedes fight so stanchly. In the midst of 


He Fights for the German Protestants. 


The great imperial general Wallenstein had 
been Very successtul against the J’rotestants 
in Germany. 

The Polish war ended, Gustavus took up 
the cause of these German Protestants, and 
landed an army in Germany in 1630, 

He is less noted for his battles than for 
the conduct of a three vears’ campaign over 
all Germany on one broad, intelligent, far-see- 
ing plan, from which he never swerved. 

fhis was an entire novelty in the war of 
that day. No one since Caesar had conducted 
a crisply strategic series of operations. War 
was a happy-go-lucky operation. An army 
was marched into a Spovinos, not because it 
Was strategically important, but because it 
was rich in plunder. Temporary expediency 
was alone consulted. A fortress would be 
besieged without any reference to its pos- 
session having any ullimate value. The base 
or communications of an army were laxly 
guarded. There was no system of fore- 
thought; but war was atrociously cruel. Reli- 
gious fanaticism was rampant. Every leading 
general had some glaring vice. Armies were 
rewarded MA turning cities over to them to 
plunder. urder, arson, rapine marched with 
every column. An arwy lett a howling wasie 
of desolation behind it. 

It was Gustavus who put ar end to all this. 

Wallenstein had been superseded by Tilly, 
an able, noted general. It was he who first 
opposed Gustavus. 

he king by clever maneurérs and 
fighting, drove him ot of northern Germany, 
and finally defeated him at Breitenfeld, near 


se ° 

Tilly's soldiers were drawn ur #1 a dense, 
unwieldy mass, which was intenied to crush 
its opponent by mere weight, like the Greek 
phalanx. Gustavus made his line# much more 
slender, but his men were better disciplined. 
and he had made improvements wh'ch enabled 
both his artillery and infantry to fire much 
more rapidly than the enemy. 

Gustavus had nave slow compared "> Alexan- 
der or Caesar, but he bad been thric. as rapid 


‘as any other of his times, and he Bnd made 


sure of every inch of his ground. His flan had 
comprehended all Germany, and he %werved 
not a hair’s breadth from it. He hail been 
jeered at as the “Snow King’’ when bp fizst 
came into Germany, and Wallenstein had 
boasted that he wonld drive him back\ with 
switches, but he had won the respect of his 
enemies by able conduct. 


man himself. As with other great captans, 
it was his soul which Ulumined bis wirk. 
He was equal as monarch and soldier. tls 
army and nation were devoted to him. His 
motives were the highest which ever are 
a creat captain; his pursuit of them was s ead- 


patriot. He is not.the hero of wonderful 
battles: his conquests did not cover the eptire 
known earth: he was not called on to oppose 
heroie constancy to overwhelming disaster, 
but he is the father of modern war, and the 
first who made war, so far atit can be ‘on- 
sistent with common charity . 

After his death no one was found te e:rry 
forward the system he created, until Frede ‘ick 
arose and stamped on war a method anl a 
permanence it cannot now lose. 

Gustavus was of noble bearing, but khdly 
and genuine. Work was easy to his vwell- 
trained mind and robust body. He was sinple 
in his faith: the Christian virtues never regilrd 
in a more princely form. His religious fervor 
was as honest as his courage was ligh

out from them; each is built on the solid 
granite of a mountain base, their ranges 
of temperature are surprisidgly similar 
through the different seasons, considering 
the vuriations in latitude; each metropolis 
stands as the representauve cily of its 
@ection, personifying what is best and 
“new west, as 
fu the “new south.” Both cities have 
assed easily the 100,000 inhabitant line; 
oth cities have gold nuggets hidden away 
§u the neighboring mountain gulches; both 
cities stand for the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver; each enjoys” the most J 
perfect street car system the union knows, 
the sway of a democratic mayor, the bless- 
{nes of schools and ehurches magnificent, 
and both cities are the capitals of thelr 
respective states. Strange, too, both Den- 
ve; and Atlanta boast the two hnest 
Equitable buildings yet erected in the 
Wuited States, and both were completed 
practically at the same time. Denver has 
somewhat the advantage of us in the herds 
of waguiticent, monster dogs that saulter 
along wm ae dignified way on her boule- 
wards—iastiffs, St. Bernards, and New 
Foundlauds, and they are well behaved, too; 
but then Denver falls behind Atlanta in the 
stir she is making in political life just Dow, 
with no promise of catching up under the 
present administration. 

It is only natura] that Denver should be 
a place of liberal ideas, liberal] speech and 
liberal actions. Liberality is begotten in 
this mountain region where one can 6ee 
over a hundred miles and everything In 
nature is large and magnificent. To be 
Marrow and contracted here the inhabitant 
must isolate himself as to surroundings, 
and yery few seem to do that. Even the 
language of Denver deals largely in hy- 
perbola. When a native apologizes to the 
stranger for the unusually strong winds, 
which the more candid confess come but 
four times a year, however, lasting three 
months at each recurrence, he does go by 
@sserting that down in Kansas only a few 
hours’ ride dist&ut the wind recently blew 
go hard it turned an artesian well inside 
out and the hole stood 2,000 feet in the 
mir. By such comparisons the Denverite 
makes himself comfortable. 

Such tales seem indigenous to the 
eliuste and the stranger must not. be sur- 
prised at them. You are not expected to 
take offense when assured that one of the 
local springs is so sfrdngly impregnated 
with iron that a herd of wild horses driven 
through it will come out shod. Neither is 
it etiquette to doubt the story of the Den- 
ver suburban who crossed Italian bees 
on a strain of lightning bugs in order that 
they could-see to maF~honey after night. 
All this is a piré of the easterner’s accli- 
mation service. 

I cx¥motf forbear one little reference which 
ds now as essentially a part of Colorado’s 
traditionary lore as the Washington's hatch- 
er incident is to Virginia. I tell it because 
every stranger hears it, and it is well to 
be forewarned. First, the conductor tells 
ft on fhe train as soon as you hit the state 
Jine; then a newsboy reduplicates, and the 
porter issues a third edition; your hotel 
clerk gives it that night: your next man 
rehashes it at the breakfast table; nearly 
every resident vou talk with on the str s-ts 
@hrough the«la¥ needs only a hint that you 
@re a straiftr ® start out: “I suppose 
you have heard of the man’—you know 
what is to follow—you can never mistake 
him—-that villainous pedestrian'!—and that 
might your old friend (you have begun to 
feel like intimate acquaintances) is agai 
conjured forth under soft. mellow lights 
amid a musical ripple of laughter, in the 
drawing room and parlors of your friends, 
with the delicate apology of ‘‘Please par- 
@on my repetition if you have heard 
it before.””. Now the plot of 
this popular tale is wonderfully simple. 
There is but one man who does anything. 
He arrives in Denver from the east late 
one night and, captivated by the enchant- 
ments of mountain scenery, starts out for 
a walk to the adjacent foothills before 
breakfast. They are about twenty-five 
miles off, but he is “no fool,” and he'll 
have none of that nonsense because he’s 
a tenderfoot. But they are further off 
than they seem. At 11 o'clock they ap- 
pear no nearer than before. At noon he 
comes upon a three-foot _ irrigating 
ditch; he is seen Seas native 
to take. off his shoes and _ clothes 
aud to bind them securely to his back as 
if for a swim. 

“What did you take off your garments 
for? Why don't you jump that ditch?’ the 
pative inquiries. 

‘’Cause I’m no fool,” the tenderfoot re- 

lies. “I know how deceptive distance is out 

ere, and I don’t propose to try to jump 
across no river.

The permutations and combinations of 
this simple story-root are overwhelming in 
point of accidental omissions and embellish- 
sents; but if you want to make friends, if 
you want the hospitality of the city, if you 
would have Denverites respect you, never 
acknowledge you have heard it before. 
Laugh heartily. 

t may be said that Denver is a typical 
ee city. That is, it is a product of 

merican life only, and whatever ig most 
characteristic in it is but the direct  out- 
fore of a union of American forces. The 
New England civilization was but a working 
over on new soil of ideas voriginal to Eng- 
land, although not countenanced at home: 
end thus the pilgrim had his day, and has 
feft his imprint on eastern institutions. The 
pout, while developing an individual and 
ocal cast, yet, was based partly on Euro- 

mean ideas of feudalism and chivalry; and 
even after a reconstruction, retains a strik- 
fing resemblance to English manners and

Une of the most striking expressions of 
this new American spirit in Denver Is, 
thyt it is a young man’s ooOuntry. Young 
men seem to fill most of the pusifions of 
responsibility and trust. In fact, old meu 
ure very scarce. The country hasn’t raised 
them yet, and such as migrated here stand 


back and let the young life run things. , 


The people in the banks and courts, the of- 
tices abd stores seem, in the majority of 
cases, to range from mere boyhood to about 
thirty-tive years. 

The railroads, too, owe their best devel- 
opment to an enterprising class of young 
men. Mr. Kred Johnson, now a _ proln- 
nent editor in the state, was conspicuous 
among the engifeers who built tue Rio 
Grande across mountain tops, when barely 
twenty-one years old. Young men have 
planned and built these roads, and young 
men now operate them. Mr. F. A. Wad- 
leigh, the assistant general passenger agent 
of the Denver and Rio Grande, who, in 
fact, carries the full responsibility of the 
head othce, is but thirty-three years of 
age. Seven years ago he started in a 
clerkship with bis company and today there 
is nO more proficient railroad man in the 
state. Mr. Charles 8. Lee, of the enter- 
prising young road, the Colorado Midland, 
is about the same age, and he, fills grace- 
fully the ottice of general passenger ageut. 
Mr. Isadore Wise, the advertising agent. of 
the Midland, is but twenty-eight and he, 
by the way, is an old Chattanooga boy, 
und a trained newspaper worker as well. 
While Governor Waite, of Colorado, is 
an old man, several among the state of- 
ticers and his stat ure young and ruddy 
enough looking to be professional baseball 
players. ‘Lhe state assembly shows mauy 
young faces, and the youthful element 
seems to turnish the power, so to speak. 

But along with all her glories Denver has 
likewise her shame. Perhaps no city on 
the continent is so thoroughly alive to the 
machinations of the sports. .It is a great 
haven for everything pertaining to sport- 
ing life. Gambling bas no interference 
from -the law. Denver supports twenty- 
three full-grown Monte Carlos night aud 
day without sign of a license or tax. Chi- 
nese gambling bells are not counted. It is 
said that the running expenses of these es- 
tablishments aggregate $52,0V0 a month— 
for rents, salaries, lights and such matters 
alone! The only prohibitions are on huap- 
hazard, ‘“stud poker’ and keno, while 
plain poker games are not allowed on the 
ground floors of any buildings. The di- 
vorce hysteria has been inherited from 
Chicago as well, and nearly 6UO are grant- 
ed in the county of Arapahoe alone each 
year. But divorces are on the waue, it is 
claimed. 

it is queer how many old soldiers one 
meets scattered about who took part~ in 
the campaign against Atlanta. ‘There must 
have been a multitude of men there. 1 
have met some coyfederates out here who 
were identified with the Atlanta fighting, 
but there are scores of old union veterans 
all through the west who were in that cam- 
paign, and one meets a new fellow at 
nearly every town. They all ask particu- 
larly about Atlanta, her growth and pro- 
gress. Without exception they aver a deep 
interest in the city they left low in ashes, 
and express a desire to again visit the old 
battlefield, if, andeed, they have not done 
so recently. 

Only yesterday I met a gentleman who 

said: 
“I send Atlanta greetings, and you can 
identify me to the people as the union sol- 
dier who first raised the stars and stripes 
it the city after its occupation by the 
federals. It was over the building of the 
Gate City bank, near the depot, and oc- 
curred about 3 o'clock in the afternoon 
one day about the middle of September—I 
forget the date at this minute. 

“it was after giving the econfeds = a 
hard fight at Jonesboro and whipping them 
there that they were forced to evacuate 
Atlanta. Iwas in Company A, 141 New 
York infantry, Tirst brigade, First divis- 
ion, ‘Twentieth corps, and after crossing 
the Chattahoochee on pontoons my division 
struck a hornet’s nest in the Sixth Georgia 
command under Colonel Wright in the un- 
derbrush along the banks of Peachtree 
creek.

If there is any one thing that the people 
of Atlanta can feel justly proud of it is 
the public school system, and the reports 
of the schoo] census enumerators show that 
the citizens take advantage of the excel- 
lent schools,, 

Several months ago the state school com- 
missioner ordered that there be a _ school 
census of the state of Georgia taken, and 
blanks were sent out to be promptly filled 
and returned by the enumerators. The 
last return was made Thursday in time 
for Major Slaton, superintendent of the 
public schools, to present a complete list 


of totals by the wards to the board of edu, 


cation, 

The number of children who cannot read 
and write sinks into insignificance when 
the age of the children and the total num- 
ber are taken into consideration, 

The number of white males of the school 
age, between six and eighteen years of age, 
in the city is 4,356; the number of colored 
males of school age, 2,920, making a grand 
total of males, both white and black of 
7.276. The total] of white females in all 
the wards of the city, is 4,86%; the total 
of colored females‘is 3,575, making a grand 
tota] of 8,440 females, white and black. 

And throughout the entire number of 
wards, in both the whites and colored, a 
very peculiar thing is noticeable. The fe- 
males outnumber the males in every in- 
stance, and the difference in the grand to- 
tal for males and that for females shows a 
difference of more than 1,000.

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The Carver of a Successful and Enter- 
prising Citizen. 


WE HAS LIVED IN ATLANTA TEN YEARS, 


Though He Isa Native of Georgia, and Has 
Been a Prominont Figure in the Mer- 
cantile Circles of the State. 


Mr. T. W. Baxter, whose name has been 
identified for several years with the manu- 
facuring interests of this city is estoanse 

most pronounced ability, and as such, 
sarees of his life will no doubt be of in- 
terest to quite a number of our readers. 

Since coming to Atlanta about ten years 
ago he has made a decided impression upon 
our business men and has been an important 
figure in mercantile circles. A man of strong 
ideas and of no little public spirit, he has 
given much of his time to a study of At- 
lanta resources and also to the consideration 
of plans which have had for their object the 
development of this section. | 
oho cane of Mr. Baxter in all its different 
phases has been such as to appeal to the 
emulation of all good citizens. Without 
pushing himself forward or obtruding upon 
the rights of others, he has given himself 
up to habits of economy and industry and has 
thus made of himself a successful man. 

Mr. Baxter was born in the city of Athens, 
Ga., on the 28th of January, 1848. He is, 
therefore, in the prime of life and, according 
to the usual expectancy, has many years 
of active work ahead of him. 

Both of his grandfathers were influential 
and wealthy citizens of Clarke county and 
were interested in the growth and manufac- 
ture of cotton. They owned and operated 
two of the largest mills in that section of the 


country. 
With such a bias, it is then no wonder thas 
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Mr. Baxter came 
of 1883—just ten years ago. During the 
about the 


summer of the following year, 
1st of July, he formed a copartnership with 
Captain a S. Boyd under the firm name of 
Boyd & Baxter. : 

‘his enterprising firm was speedily re- 
cognized as one of the leading establishments 
of the section engaged in the manufacture of 
furniture. The growth of the enterprise was 
rapid and the public was soon made aware 
of the fact that two superior business men 
had entered the mercantile lists of the city 
and would no doubt become striking and 
potential factors in Atlanta’s growth and 
development. 

In this surmise they were not mistaken. 
Within four years the business outgrew 
its location, and the question of a new factory 
with amplified facilities addressed itself to 
the firm with peculiar emphasis and impor- 
tunity. : 

To use the capital employed in the busi- 
ness was not feasible for the purpose of 
buying another lot and erecting thereon 
a new building. The money in hand was 
needed for the purpose of operating the es- 
tablishment and in order to carry out their 
contemplated improvements and to make the 
extensions which were necessary to accom- 
modate the increasing demands, they were 
forced to go beyond their capital. 

Mr. Baxter, ably assisted by his partner, 
succeeded in procuring a sufficient amount, 
which, by the aid of his good financicring, 
enabled the firm to purchase the five and 
one-half acres on which they erected their 
large and commodious building. In the 
course of two or three years every dollar of 
the debt incurred was cancell and the 
large establishment, surrounded by a broad 
extent of acres and domiciled in one of the 
most attractive buildings in the city, was 
free from encumbrance of any kind, and, 
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MR. T. W. BAXTER. 


the youthful inclinations of Mr. Baxter, 
in spite of his classical surroundings, should 
assert themselves in the way of a preference 
for financiering and the useful art of making 
money. 

When Mr. Baxter was about seven or 
eight years of age his father left Athens 
and emigrated to Texas. He remained there 
until after the war, when he came back to 
Georgia. He is still living at the age of 
seventy-three and is apparently a hale and 
vigorous man,

Gradyating from the university in 1869, 
he b to scratch for a lving on a 
small farm in Bartow county near Carters- 
ville, The devastation of war had 
swept away the entire bulk of his father’s

ew. The resources of the family were 
very small at this time, but in this respect 
they had the full sympathy of many other 
families throughout this section. 

The reversals of fortune which followed 
jn the wake of Genera! Lee’s surrender were 
such as to reduce many a southern family 
that, during the days of the old south, had 
scarcely known a want to absolute penury. 

Not only were the slaves, which repre- 
sented a large part of the property, eman- 
cipated, but the devastation extended to the 
homes and habitations of our best people 
and many of these were swept away and 
naught was left but their ashes to mark 
the former abodes of cheer and hospitality. 

After running the plow for about a year 
Mr. Baxter decided that such was not his 
proper occupation. It was not congenial to 
one of his ambition, especially since he had 
enjoyed at the university of the state the 
advantage of a liberal education. Times 
were hard, it was true, and there was lit- 
tle choice of a livlihood in those trying days 
of adversity, but he saw what he consid- 
ered a better opening and he decided to im- 
prove it. 

Accordingly he borrowed from his father, 
who could ill afford at that time to spare it, 
but who had 1 confidence in the ability 

d honesty of his son, the sum of $1,850. 

e conditions of the loan were that Mr. 
axter was to pay to his father each year 

during his natural lifetime the sum of 10 
per cent interest, which was a fair consid- 
eration just after the war. 

th the terms of this agreement Mr. 

Baxter has never failed to comply, and every 
year as he pays his insurance he turns over 

to his father, in the conscientious fulfillment 
of his contract the sum of $135 interest 

on the money which gave him a start in 
life and which has since enabled him to 
successfully battle with the world. 

This pie of money which Mr. Baxter ge- 
fe <d from his father was invested in the 

ardware business in the town of Carters- 
une e formed a partnership with a Mr. 

ilbert and began a successful business un- 
firm name of Gilbert & Baxter. 

Gilbert had previously been associated 

with the Clarkes in this city and was a man 

of considerable experience in this line of 
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as far as the cost of improvements was con- 
cerned, perfectly even with the world. 

His effort in bringing about this maey 
consummation Mr. Baxter considers the 
crowning stroke of his life. He gave it 
freely of his thought and though he was 
apprehensive at. times as to the success of 
his venture, he never doubted from a busi- 
ness stand point the wisdom of the step 
which he was taking, ably assisted as he was 
by the counsel and co-operation of his part- 
ner, Captain I. 8. Boyd. 

The firm was incorporated and organized 
under the name of the Boyd & Baxter Fur- 
niture Factory. Mr. Baxter, who owned a 
controlling interest in the business, accepted, 
as a matter of preference, the office of sec- 
retary and treasurer, as he believed his 
qualifications best fitted him for that po- 
sition, 

They continued to operate the factory 
until the present year, when the business 
was sold out and the plant leased to the 
parties buying th®@ property. 

Mr. Baxter was married in November, 
1871, to Miss Eliza Aiken, a daughter of 

fon. Waren Aiken, of Cartersville, Ga. 
She died in July, 1876. Three years later 
he was wedded to his phesent wife, a charm- 
ing and lovable lady, who was Miss Bessie 
Fitzsimmons, a daughter of the late Mar- 
shall O. P. Fitzsimmons. 

Mr. Baxter has never sought or desired 
honors of a political kind. He has been a 
quiet, though none the less an influential 
and respected citizen. Asa financier he has 
few equals and no superiors in this city, 
while as a man of rectitude and business 
integrity his word has always been a sufii- 
cient guaranty of his good faith. He has 
lived the life of an earnest, Christian gen- 
tleman and his character,‘ as it radiates 
itself in kindness and good humor within 
the home circle as well as in the display 
those sterner attributes which impart a

THE CHARGE FOURTEEN YEARS OLD. 


Story of Its Origin—Carried to Lawrence- 
villeto Answer to It-—Shelving tor 
the Police Library. 
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Mr. Samuel M. Cheek, a prominent build- 
er and contractor of the city, was yesterday 
arrested by Patrolman Miller, and last 
night carried to, Gwinnett county by Sher- 
iff Hazlitt, of that county, to stand trial 
on a case having its origin fourteen years 
ago. 

Sheriff Hazlitt reached the city yester- 
day with a warrant for Mr. Cheek’s ar- 
rest and calling on Chief Connolly he turn- 
ed thé warrant over to the last named of- 
ficial. Chief Connolly detailed Patrolman 
Miller to arrest the contractor and a few 
minutes later Miller found Cheek. at his 
residence, 148 South Pryor street. 

To say that~ Cheek was surprised 
would ,be a mild statement of the fact, 
Fourteen years ago he had left Gwinnett 
county and he though his Gwinnett record 
was balanced and marked out. The war- 
rant brought back to him a long past trans- 
action, which he thought he would never 
hear from again. ‘The warraut against him 
was for perjury and it came about in this 
wise: 

l‘ourteen years ago, before coming to 
Atlanta, Mr. Cheek did a mercantile ae 
ness. at Lawrenceville. Among the Atlanta 
merchants he patronized was the firm of 
Langston & Woodson, at that time Lang- 
ston & Crane. When he went out of busi- 
ness he still owed this firm a considerable 
sum. ‘The firm held three promissory notes 
for the amount. They sued on the notes 
and obtained judgments. After the judg- 
ments were obtaiued ‘the papers were placed 
in the hands of a constable with instrue- 
tions to levy upon the property of Mr. 
Cheek. The levy was made and the us- 
ual process of law preceding a sale of 
property that has been Jevied on was gone 
through with. 

But the property was never sold. When 
the time came for the sale Mr. Cheek 
pleaded illegality in that he had not been 
served with notice when the judgment was 
obtained. On this plea the judgment was 
set aside, and the property never sold. 
But Justice Sam Harris, before whom all 
these legal proceedings were conducted, 
claimed that although Mr. Cheek had never 
been served with written notice, he had 
5 viel service, which was just as 
finding. On this point of veracity comes 
in the charge of perjury against Mr. Cheek. 
He states that he will be amply able to 
get out of it when the time for the trial 
comes off. He stated upon leaving last 
night that he would make bond immediately 
upon his arrival in Lawrenceville.

Today. 


THEY ARE NOW WELL SvARTED, 


And During the Week Will Pwh Hard 
for the World’s Fair—Incid’nts 
of the Journey. 


Will Durant and Howard relinqiish their 
ride towards Chicago long enough today to 
attend church, or will they smotier their 
chureh love and keep on their wy to the 
world’s fair? 

If they do stop for church cap any one 
tell where they will worship? ‘ 

When dark came last night Hovard had 
been on the road for an even J hours, 
while Durant was in the ride fo ninety- 
eight hours, two hours less than 1is rival. 

But neither one of the riders his ridden 
anything like the time charged upto them. 
If they have put in one-half tha number 
of hours they have beens doing nuch bet- 
fer flan any amateur cyclist yet Jnown of. 
The two men last night were nex Jasper, 
Tenn., a town on the Louisville gd Nash- 
ville road, about thirty miles frop Chatta- 
nooga. This is about 177 miles rom At- 
lanta by the route the cyclists took. It 
may not be the distance accuratey, but it 
is as near as can be estimated without 
knowing the exact track the whels took. 

If the distance is correct it shws that 
Durant has been doing better woik by far 
than Howard. Howard has bee: on the 
road two hours longer than Dumont, and 
had the benefit of the two hours sart. But 
before the second day of the rac Durant 
had overtaken Howard, thereby making 
the same distance in two hours ess time 
than the leader. On the second morning 
of the race Durant was ready am in posi- 
tioii to leave Rome after an eary break- 
fast, and had he done so he world have 
been several hours ahead of his cumpetitor 
before dark came upon him. Hut there 
were inducements in Rome for Dwant, and 
he lingered, while Howard was patching 
his machine, which had given ow. From 
6 o’clock, which might be called a: hour ot 
luxury for a cycle rider en route toChicago, 
till 10 o’clock Durant lingered in Rome, 
all the time watching Howard. He had 
already ascertained that he could beat 
Howard out in an even run, and was watch- 
ful in order that Howard might not slip 
away from him. Durant, in the siort race 
between Atlanta and Rome, founc out the 
great advantage there was in havisg a run- 
ning mate, and recalled the das when 
Flora Temple was enabled to bre:k a rec- 
ord by having another horse pull the wagon 
while she did the trotting. It vas then 
thut Durant regretted that he hai not ac- 
cepted the offer of two or thre: parties 
who had expressed a wish to rol to Chi- 
eago with him. But he was on he road, 
and knowing no such feeling as fiilure, he 
thought quickly and acted upon it. The 
country was new to Durant, whle Foote 
had been over it before and wa: able to 
pilot Howard safely. He then began in- 
quiries of the people in Rome es to the 
best way to run to Chattanoog:, There 
are in Rome several cyclists who hive made 
the run, and they all advised iim that 
there was but one route at all possible. 
At the same time they informed him that 
Foote knew of that route, and thit he was 

oing to pilot Howard over it. Tiis made 
Jurant’s path plain. There was but one 
thing for him to do, and that was for him 
to dog Howard along the route. How well 
he did that all his friends in Atlana know. 
The day’s ride from Rome to ‘Tryon has 
been pictured in The Constitutior, and a 


tough day it was with the cyclis's. More 
than one-half the distance was de on 
foot, both men pushing their machnes _ be- 
fore them as they plodded thro , Bhe | 


mud. , is 

Kriday night was passed by both men in 
LaFayette and the next day they Statted 
up the mountain for the state lire. When 
on top the mountain they had easy sailing 
down the grade into Chattanogga, where 
they slept Friday night. 

In Chattanooga Durant, who is well known 
to the cyclists in that city, had a conference 
with several who had made the run from 
Chattanooga to Nashville. Every one of 
them informed him that there was but one 
route between Chattanooga and Nashville 
which could be used and that was by the 
way of Jasper. Here again Durant found 
that Foote’s knowledge of the countty was 
valuable to Howard, as Howard was booked 
for the same route. Again Durant decided 
that he could do nothing better thaa keep 
in sight. of his adversary and this he suc- 
ceeded in doing and the indicatio’s are 
that it was about the best thing he could 
have done. Since the trip began Howard 
has shown a wonderfu! ability to endure 
and has beer setting the pace of the race, 
but the persistent fnanner in which Durant 
hung to Howard’s heels, never tring to 
pass him, but never dropping out of sight, 
made Howard nervous and restless. That 
feeling hurt him more during the last two 
days of the trip than all the walking and 
riding he has done. Professional pédestri- 
ans say that it is more tiresome té have 
some one on your heels all the time than to 
know that some one against whom You are 
racing is away ahead of you. It was this 
feeling which made Howard tired and weary 
last night when the two cyclists came to 
a halt for the night’s rest. io 

It is more than likely that the two men 
will not separate until they reach Nash- 
ville. Private advices from Durant indi- 
ate that he will not stop for church today, 
but that he will push on and try to reach 
Nashville tonight. Then tomorrow morning 
he will pull out on his own hook and hunt 
his own route to Chicago. Foot will then be 
out of his territory as well as Duraat and 
if there is any dogging to be done Howard 
and his man I’riday will have it todo if 
they are able to keep up with Durant, 

The ride today will be through the wild- 
est part of Tennessee. It will carry the men 
through Tracy City and the Coal -ereek 
region and about noon they will heve to 
apply to some of the miners or motntain 
side farmers for dinner. If Dubast gets 
to Nashville tonight, which is extremely 
doubtful, he will be in good shape to break 
away from Howard in the morning. 

Since the two men left Atlanta JThrant 
has not only shown the better speed, jut he 
has shown the greater staying powers of the 
two. Howard not only had two hous the 
start of Durant when the race begaa, but 
on the first night he got out of his Jed at 
midnight and pulled away from Dwrant 
while Durant_was yet asleep. This was 
all right and Durant could not object to it 
but it was a task on Howard's physica 
ability. Then again, after the two} men 
had left Rome a rain storm came wu? and 
both men were compelled to take shelter 
in a barn. Durant had not been ig the 
saddle as many hours as Howard, tet he 
had ridden faster when he was ther? and 
dropped off asleep from weariness. Howard 
did the same thing, but Foote, who is asemi- 

rofessional, re 8 his eyes open and when 

e discovered that Durant was in a dee 
sleep. dreaming of his home and his wife 
he quietly awoke Howard and as quietly he 
and Howard mounted their wheels anc stole 
away, leaving Durant to finish his slumbers 
and his dream on the fodder pile. When 
Durant turned over for his second nap he 
opened one 7: and, finding that he was 
alone, opened both, and, mounting his wheel, 
pulled out. The road was as bad for Du-

rant as for’ Howard, but Durant never 
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his rival. 

And it was tben that Durant made up 
his mind to keep his eye on the Friday 
Howard is carrying with him. 

If the two men reached Jasper last night 
they will be something like one hundred and 
seventy-seven miles from Atlanta. Assume 
that Howard has been in the saddle tweive 
hours out of each twenty-four it would give 
him fifty hours of riding time. That would 
make his hourly runs something over thirty- 
five miles. Durant at the same time last 
hight, 7 o’clock, was absent from the city 
two hours less, or ninety-eight hours. Tak- 
ing that he has. been in the saddle one-half 
of the hours would give him forty-nine hours 
of riding, which would be one hour in 
leaving Atlanta after Howard. It is hardly 
a fair basis, but at tht rate Durant would 
have made something over over thirty-six 
miles an hour.

but is now widely known in beth hemis- 
pheres. 

Aud yet he seems all unconscious of his 
well-earned fame, and works as quietly and 
as energeticaliyein his Whitehall gallery 
as when he was but little known outside of 
city limits. Much of this is due to his 
innate modesty, and yet more to his enthuy 
iasin in his profession. 

His present widespread reputation comes 
chietly of his eminent success in “statuesque 
photography.”’ ‘his branch of his art wus 
never dreamed of by Daguene and was 
not attempted by his brother artists until 
he set the pace by his earlier and cruder 
specimens of photography. But the possi- 
bilities of this new departure were little 
understood until he capped the climax of 
his achievements bY that remarkabie pro- 
duction of his genius, “Ihe Sisters of 
Bethany.” 

It is but just to Mr. Motes to say that 
on this line of artistic work he had no prede- 
cessor. Indeed, if he did not invent it, 
he at least so popularized it as to make it 
his own. And all efforts to deprive him of 
his laurels are destined to fail. 

Gustave Dore, the great Alsatian artist, 
has no better claim to originality in his 
illustrations with pencil and brush than has 
Mr. Motes to the credit of originating the 
higher development of statuesque photog- 
raphy. It has been ten years or more 
since he began this line of illustrated work. 
A great number of visitors to his gallery 
will recall his beautiful illustrations such as 
“Daughter of Danats,” “Bo-peep,” “Rock 
of Ages,” and other classical and humorous 
subjects. Most of the personages he in- 
troduced were pictures from real life, and 
were promptly recognized by Atlanta vis- 
itors. These, however, were the mere bud- 
dings of this new phase of the photographic 
art, which have since culminated in ‘The 
Sisters of Bethany.” ‘There is abundant 
reason, however, to think that even this 
masterpiece will be eclipsed by yet grander 
triumphs in the near future. In addition 
to this style he has a series of illustrations 
of Longfellow’s ‘Evangeline,’ ‘Miles 
Standish” together with a number of orig- 
inal subjects, as “New and Old South,’ 
“The Old Cabin Home,” “Caught.”’. 

It may be said that this estimate is but 
the opinion of a layman, and to meet this 
cavil we subjoin the statements of the 
higher authorities in Europe and America. 
Wilson’s Photographic Magazine, published 
in New York, makes “The isters of 
Bethany” the chief attraction in its last 
New Year’s issue. Nearly two pages of 
letter press ares devoted to the description 
of its merits.and in the course of his crit- 
icism, the editor speaks of Mr. Motes in 
this wise: “A combination of exactly the 
right man bringing into exactness a new 
style of photography is by no means, as 


usual, has certain photograph: 
performances which we see from 
time to time lead us to fancy. 


A good photographer is not always able to 
produce studies for the advancement of His 
co-workers. The coincidence, however, 
has occurred in the case of Mr. Motes. We 
all know him to be one of the very best of 
our Amerian photographers, one who has 
not ceased to grow, and improve in his art 
for the last twenty years. His success has 
been the result of careful study, large ex- 
periment, enthusiasm for his art, and a con- 
stant desire to produce new effects, such ‘s 
would please his patrons, and bring out his 
talent. We have, therefore, in him for our 
purpose at present, a peculiar, and happy, 
and rare combination.” And now _comes 
the splendid tribute from ‘The British 
Journal of Photography: “An American 
artist. Mr. C. W. Motes, of Atlanta, Ga., 
has produced the finest statuary group we 
have seen but he has entirely discarded the 
meretricious aid of plaster, and marble, 
and has produced his effects solely by licht- 
ning. A reduced copy of a large picture 
°1x17 entitled “The Sisters of Bethany, 
comes nearer our beau ideal of a statuary 
group than any similar work yet presented 
for public inspection. 

When we “i in mind that John Bull 
has no large amount of kindliness for his 
American cousins, such a deliverance 16 
both weighty and decisive. It might at 
least serve to silence the bablement of en- 
vious competitors. 

The Practice) Photographer, of London, 
is onlv less enthusiastic in its comments on 
Mr. Motes’s admirable methods, but we 
have not the space to reproduce them in 
this connection. : 

Mr. Motes’s work has likewise crossed 
the channel and reached Dusseldorf, the 
seat of the famous continental = gallery. 
“The Sisters of Bethany” is the subject 
of favorable comment in The Photo- 
grapifches Archives. 

This journal speaks in commendation of 
our home artist and reproduces the picture 
in its columns. ; 

The following is a free translation of its 
critiscism: “The work of Mr. Motes is a 
model of its kind, and a manifest improve- 
ment on the older methods of making stat- 
vary grouns.

The Water Bonds Election. 

The attention of the voters of the 
city of Atlanta is called to an interview 
with Judge George Hillyer, to be found 
in another column. 

The election to endorse an issue of 
bonds for the purpose of finishing up 
the waterworks plant will take place on 
the. 16th of May. It seems that there 
is an impression prevalent in some quar- 
ters that the election is for the purpose 
of voting an increase in the public debt, 
when such is not the ease. 

Atlanta has already endorsed the is- 
sue of these bonds, and they are being 
carried now. There is an alleged de- 
fect in them which the purchasers ask 
shall be rectified. It is for the recti- 
fication, therefore, of an issue of bonds 
already outstanding the people are call- 
ed upon to vote. In other words, they 
are called upon to perfect their own ac- 
tion. 

As Judge Hillyer states, the water 
board, acting under the previous accicn 
of the people, have gone along and made 
contracts for the completion of the 
works, which must be met. To refuse 
to meet it would be to embarrass the 
agents of the city, and ‘to discredit 
the city itself. 

The people are urged, therefore, to 
come ©ut and vote for the bonds, and 
to render it possible for the new water- 
works plant to be speedily finished. 

An interesting statement made by 
Judge Hillyer is that the waterworks 
plant is to be regarded as an invest- 
ment and not as a debt. Even the 
present waterworks system, inadequate 
as they are, yielded last year a profit 
of $86,000 to-the city treasury. That 
is the waterworks will be self-sustain- 
ing, pay for their own extension, and 
be a source of iffcome to help out other 
departments of the city.

An Explanation Needed, 

The Boston Journal is still in a 
flurry of excitement over the proposed 
income tax. It says: 

Our esteemed contemporary, 
Constitution, thinks that there is no dyna- 
mite in the income tax idea. If it could 
briefly interview the average New England 
democrat it would agree that there is not 
ouly dynamite, but guncotton, nitro-glycerine 
aud melinite in it, and that it is loaded to 
the very wuzzle. 

This is a mistake. The average New 
England democrat is in sympathy with 
the average democrat in the sguth and 
west. le is a producer or a wage- 
worker, and it keeps him poor to’ sufier 
the exactions of a protective tariff and 
the taxes which are ground out of his 
cottage, farm, or shop, while his rich 
neighbor pays only a nominal tax be- 
cause his investments are in bonds. 

There will be dynamite, gun cotton, 
nitro-glycerine and melinite in the eon- 
tinuance of a policy that builds up a 
few privileged classes at the expense 
of the masses, but the whole people 
will rejoice when we inaugurate a just 
system of taxation under which every 
citizen will pay his proportionate share. 

The people of England, Germany, 
France and Italy have never raised a 
row over an income tax. It is levied 
and collected in those countries, and 
we can do it here. We can very well 
afford to meet the opposition of a few 
plutocrats in the east to this much-need- 
ed reform, when we consider the fact 
that for more than a generation the 
government has in their interests taxed 
everything in sight belonging to the 
poor man, and exempted everything 
that it was possible for the rich man to 
conceal. We must change this pro- 
gramme. It is all wrong for a citizen 
with a $5,000 farm to pay heavier taxes 
than a speculator with an income of 
$10,000 a year. 


The Gold Myth and the Free Traders. 

A correspondent of The Washington 
Post writes: to that journal to say that 
if we import $100,000,000 worth of man- 
ufactured dry goods we must pay gold 
for them. “If we manufactured them 
at home we would pay silver certificates 
and treasury notes for them; hence, we 
would keep $100,000,000 at home. This.” 
the correspondent goes on to say, “is 
a big object lesson when we consider 
the tariff. If we want to keep our 
gold we must fix the tariff high enough 
on those goods which we can manufac- 
ture at home.” 

This idea seems to have struck the 
free trade goldolators cold. They have 
suddenly discovered that we cannot 
have our gold and spend it too; that a 
tariff for revenue only will immensely 
increase importations that have to be 
paid for in gold. or this reason the 
free trade goldolators that were recently 
howling for tariff reform and denounc- 
ing all forms of protection, are hedging. 
The change that has come over them is 
of startling significance to those who 
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The statement of the correspondent 
of The Post is based on a fallacy. That 
fallacy is that gold as money has in- 
trinsic value apart from its employment 
as a medium of exchange; that it is too 
precious to be employed in ordinary 
transactions; and that when it is.ex- 
ehanged for another article something 
is lost by those who permit it to get 
out of their possession. 

So persistent is this fallacy, that a 
great many intelligent men are not only 
willing to pay the invisible premium 
that has already grown out of the over- 
valuation of gold, but they are ready 
to impose on the producers of the coun- 
try a more tangible and burdensome 
premium in the shape of a tariff tax. 
Duties that are High enough to prevent 
importations for which gold would have 
to be paid are nothing more than a pre- 
mium on the yellow metal. 

The free trade goldolators of the 
northeast haye discovered this fact 
somewhat late in the'day and their fac- 
ulties seem to be paralyzed by it. They 
are no longer shouting far tariff reform. 
They are no longer demanding the 
prompt repeal of the McKinley bill, and 
the reduction of duties to the revenue 
basis throughout the whole schedule. 
A change has come over the spirit of 
their dreams, and they discuss the tariff, 
when they touch it at all, with doubt 
and hesitation. They have alighted on 
new arguments in favor of moving slow- 
ly and cautiously. Their ardor is gone. 
The zealots have beqme doubters, the 
free traders have become protectionists, 
and all because of the gold myth. 

Our readers, and, in fact, the whole 
country will have further and special 
cause for wonder at the curious change 
that has thus been brought about.

Modern Voodooism. 

We used to hear a good deal more 
about the balance of trade than we hear 
now. Benighted minds, groping about 
in the conglomerate and contradictory 
mess known as “political economy” 
used to think that the country was in 
a terrible condition ‘when it imported 
more merchandise than it exported. Vol- 
umes upon volumes have been written 
to prove this, and the singular fallacy 
still exists in the minds of some men 
who profess to understand what they 
are talking about. 

But they touch the subject gingerly, 
if at all. They are very much afraid 
they have been found out, and, although 
they make gestures, like Pantaloons in 
the pantomime, they do not announce 
the old fallacy in so many words. 

The New York Times has engaged 
to show that gold is going out because 


lately than we have exported. The ad- 
verse balance is $47,000,000 in round 
numbers, and this has to be paid in 
gold. The Times announces the fact 
so plaintively that we are inclnied to 
enquire what the trouble is? Why 
shouldn’t the adverse balance be paid 
in gold? Who is hurt by it? ‘To what 
better use could the gold be put? What 
is it for, if not to exchange for merchan- 
dise that is more valuable because more 
necessary, than the gold itself? 

The reason we hear so little about 
the balance of trade is because the myth 
has somehow been dislodged from the 
minds of those who are not imposed 
upon by book theories. The lawyer 
who buys more flour than he sells has 
the balance of trade against him, and 
so with the farmer who buys more cal- 
ico than he sells. 

The barbarians attached a sort of 
voodoo value to gold and silver, but we 
who call ourselves civilized are beating 
the barbarians at their own game. We 
kneel to the golden ealf in another 
form, and we are paralyzed by it in 
all directions. 

The Times complains that one of the 
reasons for an export of our modern 
voodoo is the fact that Europe has been 
sending our securities back of late. But 
what of that? Are not the securities 
as good as the voodoo metal we pay for 
them?. If they yield a good return, 
why are they not more valuable .than 
the gold that is paid for them? 

The nigger and his rabbit foot—the 
Obi woman and her “tinky-tal’—have 
far less scientific interest to students 
than the goldolators and their metallic 
voodoo.

Some of our readers may have over- 
looked the significance of Friday's mag- 
nificent demonstration in New York.

But we may as well look facts In the face 
and ic seems that there is no escape from the 
deplorable tendency of a large element of 
the party to shift the course of the adminis. 
tration into different channels than thoxe 
made by the party at Chicago. On the two 
most important questions with which the 
administration has to deal, we find au un- 
fortunate division of sentiment bodes no good 
for the party. Prominent democrats are 
openly predicting a policy of substantial in- 
action on the tariff, and no less distinguished 
a tariff reformer than Hon. William H. Mor- 
rison has announced that the democracy will 
be greatly embarrassed when it attempts ty 
repeal the McKinley bill. 

As to the currency question, there is 
an avowed movement among a certal) 
element of the party to continue the 
republican policy of discrimination against 
silver in favor of gold—notwithstanding the 
pledge of the party that there should be no 
discrimination against either metal. The 
great majority of the party, including the 
masses of the people, are in favor of the rv- 
demption of every pledge made. A minority, 
confined almost exclusively to those who wili 
be benefited by the continuation of the repub- 
lican policy, which has steadily fostered the 
creditor at the unjust burden and expense to 
the dekior, is urging the administration to 
burn the -bridge over which it passed inte 
power, and the eminent financial respectabi) 
ity of this element is such that it will not do 
to say that it has po voice in shap.ng the 
destiny of events. . 

For these very reasons the people generally, 
and the business interests of the country 
specially, are anxious to know just what to 
expect in the way of remedial legislation, 
and they have become fatigued that such 
grave issues as tariff and finance should be 
side-tracked to await the passing of the office 
seekers. 

Mr. Murat Halstead, a representative re. 
publican, openly charges that the president 
has not yet called an extra session “because 
he wished to elude for-a time the public 
questions thap he and his party have used to 
obtain possession of the government” and 
again, that “it was a mistake to put s¢ much 
power in the hands of such a nunsounad and 
uncertain power.’’ Then Mr. Halstead pro- 
ceeds further to say that the presidents 
policy on the financial question will not differ 
at all from that of President Harrison. - In- 
action, therefore, does injustice not only to 
President Cleveland but to the. democratic 
party, and to the people. The president has 
already announced that the pledges of the 
party must be redeemed and he is the man 
who will keep his word at whafever cosé to 
his convictions. 

But it is useless to deny that there is an 
element of uncertainty, which the people 
would like to see removed by definite action, 
and this can come only with the assembling 
of congress in extra session, an event which 
will be fraught with more interest to the 
people than any similar call since the war. 

It has been a physical impossibility for the 
president to devote his attention to the all 
important economic Issues which the people 
have pushed to the front for adjustment. I 
never have been, and am not now, a civil 
service reformer in the sense that expects a 
new administration to carry on its business 
with the officers chosen by its predecessos 
and from the ranks of the opposition party. 
The officials in charge should be in sympathy 
with the administration in power, but neither 
custom nor comdlition should make it neces- 
sary for the president to give his personal 
attention to the minor details of the distri- 
bution of patronage which could be just as 
well attended to by his departmental assis- 
tants. It was never contemplated that the 
president should give personal consideration 
to the thousands of postoffice, consular and 
other departmental positions, with which he 
should have nothing more to do than the 
formality of making the appointment on the« 
recommendation of the cabinet officer is 
charge of the department to which the ap 
pointee is to be attached. In this manner thé 
machinery for removing offensive partisaus 
could be kept in constant running order, and 
could be worked to better advantage than 
where the grist of patronage must necessarily 
pass through the white house. It would re- 
lieve the president of much vexatious and 
thankless annoyance, and the public wouid 
be the better off for it.

Recovering and Reaping. 


In 1863 he had removed his family to 
Grittin.

In 1866 he was elected judge of the county 
court and while upon that bench was the first 
judge in Georgia to hold the stay laws of 
1865 unconstitutional. From 1869 to 1872 
the citizens of Griffin kept Colonel Boynton 
in otlice as their mayor and his administra- 
tion was an era of marked municipal clean- 
ness and progress.

In 1880, however, the people of the twenty- 
sixth senatorial district elected him to the 
state senate and that body, for the first 
time in its history,unanimously elected a new 
member its president and therefore ex-officio 
lieutenant governor of the state, | 

It was a marked honor and tribute to 
recognized ability, and was approved 
throughout the state. In his exalted po- 
sition he exhibited his splendid powers as 
lawyer, legislator and parliamentarian, and 
became a proverb of courtesy and consider- 
ation as a presiding officer. 


He Became Governor. 


During his term, Governor Alexander H. 
Stephens died in office and this brought 
President Boynton into the functions of 
governor, and he took up the reins his 
ilustrious predecessor had dropped, and for 
many months had administered the affairs 
of state with a firm hand and an acumen 
that was.a marvel of adaptability and emer- 
gency statesmauship. In the subsequent 
convention, he was backed for governor 
by a stalwart host of delegates, but politi- 
cal maneuvers sent the nomination to an- 
other, and Governor Boynton retired from 
office with the esteem of all the people and 
the regrets of tens of thousands of personal 
friends. 

In 1886, he was made judge of the Flint 
circuit to succeed Judge John D. Stewart. 
elected to congress, and held that honorable 
udicial office Tntil a few weeks ago, whm 

e resigned to succeed to the lucrative rail- 
way practice with Judge John I. Hall, now 
assistant attorney general of the United 
States.

Harmopy May Be a Problem. 


“What do you think of the signg of a 
conflict as to the general policy of the 
democratic administration—as between fe 
eastern policy and that popularity hdd 
for in the south and west?”

Ou the Currency Issue. 

“Governor, give us your views on the 
currency question?’ 
“The people expect an increase of the 
currency such as will put it in the power 
of the west and the south, which have large 
cfops annually to be moved, to rely upon 
local money resoarces raher than to have 
continually to go to Wall street for loans 
and advances. I think the repeal of the 
10 per cent tax and the establishment of a 
greater numer of subtreasuries in the south 
und West would help in those matters. 
But what is needful more than anything 
else is for our own people to live more upon 
their own resources. For we must learn 
this, that whenever between countries the 
balance of trade ig aguinst one of them, 
the bulk of the money will be found in the 
other. So in the same country, when the 
balance of trade is agginst one section, the 
money will be found in that section which 
holds the trade and reaps its profits. No 
people can be prosperovg Who buy more than 
they make. And if our cotton crop, which 
is a product readily marketed and is more 
nearly a cash equivalent than any other 


a i 


ae crop, the balance of trade would be 
n our favor, and, living-om home supplies, 
we would bring and keer at home the money 
received for our cotton. And that surplus 
cash ought to be invested in manufacturing 
articles of daily use in our homes, upon our 
farms and in our other employments, most 
of which can be manufactured here as 
cheaply as in the north, or elsewhere. If 
we should adopt and follow this order of 
our affairs for a few years, we would soon 
have no cause to complain of a congestion 
of money in Wall street or in the hands 
of bank monopolists.” 
As to State Banks. 

“Are you in favor of state banks?’ 

“I am. We trust our legislators with 
other vital interests and I do not see why 
we could not trust them to establish a bank- 
ing system that would give us banks ag 
safe and solvent as national banks. The 
congressmen who devise the laws for the 
national banks are mostly men who have 
graduated into congress from our state leg- 
islatures, so that we may as well rely upon 
their work in the first instance at home, as 
in the second instance in congress. 
We can trust the officers of state basks 
just as safely as those of national banks, 
and put around the state banks equally as 
stringent safeguards.” 

On the Silver Dilemma. 

“What can you say on the silver issue?” 

“T think as long as silver igs made a com- 
modity by the government purchasing it 
in bullion form it will be difficult to main- 
tain it on a parity with gold. We must 
devise 4 way to make the _ silver dollar 
worth as much as the gold dollar in ordi- 
nary acceptation, then give free coinage 
and Jet the people who own the bullion un- 
dertake the responsibility of having it coin- 
ed and getting it into circulation. The 
legislation ypon that subject will have to 
be very conservative and cautious. We 
must remember that silver circulates more 
in the south than in the east and any vio- 
lence of legislation that will cause it to 
lose value will cause larger losses to us 
than to other sections. I do not see how 
free coinage wil] help us much unless there 
can be had ap jnternational agreement that 
will put the two metals upon a parity in 
the general commerce of the world.” 

The third Party Ghost. 

“And now, lastly, as to the third party— 
what is your verdict on it?” 
‘“T think the third party has run its 
course, There will probably be some lo- 
eal efforts to revive it, but if the demo- 
ecrats in congress pursue a wise course, the 
people’s party in the south will never again 
exhibit gs much strength as in the last 
campaign.” 
Governor Boynton also talked with free- 
dom and foree ywpon other germane nation- 
al topics and upon some forthcoming state 
issues, but as he is an excellent subject to 
draw upon another and more. convenient 
time, I leave the above with the reader for 
careful and thoughtful digestion.

WEATHER SYNOPSIS AND FORECAST, 


Warm weather continued Saturday through- 
out all the southern and Atlantic coast states, 
In Atlanta the mercury was up to 84 degrees, 
the highest yet observed this year. In 
Charlotte, Savannah, Jacksonville and Tampa 
the temperature was up to 88 degrees, which 
was the highest reported in the country for 
the day. 

During most of the past week the weather 
has been warm throughout the cotton belt 
and its effect on cotton has been of timeful 
and material aid to bring that crop up to good 
stands. 

In the vicinity of the great lakes and over 
a considerable portion of the northwestern 
country cool weather continues and is pro- 
longing the already backward spring in those 
sections. The highest point the thermomefer 
et gt cola en adben  a 
grees. temperature never 
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the north Atlantic states. Rains were alsa 
reported in the Ohio and Mississippi valleys, 
which were all light with the single exception 
of the heavy rainfall of over an inch at Fort 
Smith, Ark. 

Besidés these general and extended rains 
there were local showers on the eastern gulf 
coast and a light snowfall in Colorado. 

A storm area was central over Texas last 
night and conditions are rather unfavorable 
for fair weather to prevail today in all the 
southern states.

In the open light of day, completly ay 
himself, with nothing on earii to distracg 
or perplex him, prosperous in business apg 
happy in his home life, he stepped out og 
the streets of this populous city to colle 
some bills and deposit quite a sum of 
money which he had previously collecteg 
in the bank, he as utterly and completely 
disappears from the range of mortal sigh; 
and knowledge as if he had slipped ing, 
the middle of the ocean and sank into it, 
depths. 

Not a single person has been found wh, 
saw him after he left his store at § o' clog 
Friday morning. He did not go to thy 
bank. If he called upon any of his ens 
tomers against whom he had a bill the fac: 
has not yet been discovered. If he lef 
the city the ticket agents do not remem 
ber haying sold him a ticket. If he is j, 
the city his friends believe that he is eithe 
dead or in a dangerous condition. 

All yesterday the city was scoured fo) 
the missing man. ‘Throughout the day hi 
friends went back and forth through ang 
over the city inquiring wherever they 
thought it likely they might hear anything 
of the lost man. The city detectiyes ang 
police were notified and were on the look 
out for the disappeared merchant. Not ; 
word could they hear. The search was dis 
* couraging, and yesterday afternoon it way 
abandoned as hopeless, and a sort of de 
spair seized those who were engaged in it 
I’ears of foul play were entertained by 
nearly all who know anything about Mr 
Hoxie, and about his circumstances. 

The wife of the missing man spent a day 
of agony. During the day half a dozep 
lady friends remained with her and trie 
to cheer her drooping ‘spirits... She way 
found by a Constitution reporter weeping 
in a most despairing way. ‘The ladies whe 
were witb fier said that she had been weep 
ing throughout the day in just that wan. 
ner. ‘The Hoxie home is a cozy one. Soft 
carpets cover the floor, pictures and etch. 
ings hang on the walls, many pretty orna- 
ments lie scattered about the rooms, and 
a grand upright piano sits ciosed aud quiet 
in one corner of the sitting room. ‘The 
une has the air of comfort and good 
chpeer, 

“Oh, I don’t know what to think abont 
it,” Mrs. Hoxie sobbed; “Il can’t explain 
it; it’s so strange, so unexpected, so un- 
like anything that ever happened to me be 
fore. believe my husband has been the 
victim of foul play. 1 think that he wae 
hurt by some of the men who owe him, but

can't believe he is dead. 

“IT don’t know where to look; he is just 
as likely to be at one place as anether— 
it’s terrible, 

“Oh, he can’t be in the city, unless he is 
unconscious or unable to speak or he would 
send me word. know he would let me 
know.

He can't 
have left the city. It is true that he had

A RECEIVER APPOINTED 


By Judge Clarke for the Estate of the Late 
A. J. Miller. 


Yesterday Judge Marshal J. Clarke, by con- 
sent, appointed Mr. Vrestou H. Milier re- 
ceiver of the estate of A. J. - Miller, the 
same consisting of property in Savanoah, 
LBrueuswick and Atlauta, worth $50,000 or 
mere.

Mr. Miller 
died and his heirs have been conducting the 
business, hoping to = it through al)! right. 
For some time they have contemplated asking 
the court to assume control of the business 
and wind it up by receivership, and when the 
suggestion was made by these creditors they 
readily acquiesced. Mr. Preston Miller, who 
has been managing the business, is named as 
receiver. e heirs hope and comfidently_ex- 
pect~that the liabilities will be paid dollar 
for dollar, though no definite statement as 
to assets and liabilities can be made as yet.

Speech, 


AND TELLS A REMARKABLE STORY, 


A Jealous Negro Brute Forced Her to 
Drink, Beat and Outraged Her, and 
Le t Her for Dead. 


Her lips sealed for four weeks from the 
effects of a terrible assault which may yet 
end her life, Ellen King, a respectable ne- 
gro woman of YU Alexander street, yes- 
terday recovered her powers of speech 
sufliciently to give the name of her assail- 
ant and to tell a story of unheard of bru- 
tality. 

Elien King is a young negro woman 
about twenty years old and lives at 90 Al- 
exander street with her mother. One night 
about four weeks ago she was found lying 
in her room in an almost dying condition, 
unconscious and beaten in a most cruel 
manner. Her face and throat were cov- 
ered with bruises, and she bore numerous 
evidences of harsh treatment. She was 
thought to be dying and a physician was 
sent for. 

Irom that time until yesterday morning 
she remained unconscious, and at the point 
of death. Her death was daily expected, 
and the story of her terrible experience 
was unknown to her mother and others. 
Yesterday she recovered sutliciently to talk 
and sending for Mounted Officer Barrett, 
she told a strange story of how she was as- 
saulted, outraged and left for dead. 

She told the officer that on the night she 
was assaulted Christopher Smith, a negro 
drayman employed by Wilson, Seals & 
Co., called to see her. He had formerly 
been a devoted lover of hers, but she had 
refused to marry him and he had gworn to 
revenge himself upon her. She was_ in 
deadly fear of him and believed that he 
would carry out his threat. On the night 
in question he had with him a quart bottle 
of whisky, and he offered her a drink. 
When she refused he drew a knife on her 
and threatened to drive it into her heart 
unless she did so. She drank, of course. 

He made her drink repeatedly in the 
presence of several negroes, and they final- 
ly, getting frightened at Smith’s actions, 
left the room. After the others left Smith 
assaulted and beat Ellen King in a most 
brutal manner, as she says. and left her 
half dead upon the floor. There she was 


M | touna about two hours later by 
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After hearing the girl’s story and talk- 
ing with one or two witnesses who corrobo- 
rated parts of it, Patrolman Barrett ar- 
rested Smith and locked him up at police 
headquarters, He denied the truth of the 
woman’s story, and said_ that he had 
been quietly at his work since the time 
she claimed that i? occurred and had made 
no effort to leave. He will be prosecuted 
for rape or for assault with intent to mur- 
der. nee 
Patrolman Barrett says that Smith's vic- 
tim will most likely die. She is unable to 
turn over in bed, and has been unconselous 
from the time she was assaulted until yes- 
terduy when ‘she made the startling story 
known. Her mother has the reputation 
ef being an honest _hegro woman.
